MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1973.  This 
year,  because  of  local  government  reorganisation,  there  is  no  statutory 
requirement  to  produce  this  annual  report.  However,  because  of  the  interest 
the  Council  has  shown  in  this  report  in  previous  years,  I am  producing  it 
again  although  I cannot  give  the  statistics  for  births  and  deaths,  which  will 
not  be  available  before  the  31st  March  1974. 

For  the  first  time  in  twenty-seven  years,  a case  of  diphtheria  occurred 
in  the  district.  The  patient,  a boy  aged  10  years,  was  notified  as  a case  on 
the  21st  November  1973,  when  the  patient's  doctor  made  a clinical  diagnosis 
and  immediately  arranged  hospital  admission.  The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  I visited  and  I examined  the  direct  contacts  who  were  found  to  be  in  good 
health. 


Both  the  patient  and  his  sister  aged  7 years  had  arrived  by  air  from 
Sydney,  N.S.W.  on  the  25th  October  1973.  In  Sydney,  the  boy  had  been  living 
with  a family  and  the  girl  had  been  in  care  in  a Children's  Home,  where,  in 
July,  August  and  September,  she  had  been  immunised  against  diphtheria  for  the 
first  time.  The  boy  had  never  been  immunised. 

On  the  22nd  November,  I was  informed  by  Dr.  Tanner  of  Epsom  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  that  an  organism  had  been  isolated  from  the  patient's  throat 
and  although  this  was  not  confirmed  as  the  diphtheria  organism,  we  decided  to 
take  preventive  action  immediately.  I informed  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Social  Security,  the  County  Medical  Officer,  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  and 
Housing  Committee  and  the  Headmaster  of  the  school,  who  were  all  most  helpful 
with  advice  and  support  in  the  management  of  this  incident.  The  general 
practitioners  in  the  district  were  also  informed.  All  direct  contacts  of  the 
patient  and  all  class  contacts  had  nose  and  throat  swabs  taken.  No  other 
cases  of  illness  suggesting  diphtheria  had  occurred  in  the  school,  but 
absentees  were  visited  in  the  evening  and  nose  and  throat  swabs  taken. 

On  the  morning  of  Friday,  23rd  November,  the  case  was  confirmed  diph- 
theria and  the  nose  swab  from  the  patient’s  sister  was  found  to  be  positive 
for  the  diphtheria  organism.  It  was  likely,  therefore,  that  the  girl  had  been 
infected  in  Australia,  but  because  she  had  been  immunised,  did  not  become  ill, 
but  conveyed  the  infection  to  her  brother. 
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The  school  was  visited  again  the  same  day  and  everyone  in  the  girl's  class 
had  a nose  and  throat  swab  taken  and  the  rest  of  the  absentees  and  other  contacts 
had  nose  and  throat  swabs  taken  and  were  immunised  the  same  day.  Those  not  at 
home  were  visited  on  Saturday  and  Sunday,  24th  and  25th  November.  The  throat 
swab  from  one  of  the  children  in  the  girl's  class  was  found  to  be  positive  for 
diphtheria  organisms  and  he  was  admitted  to  the  same  hospital  as  the  patient 
and  his  sister  had  been  admitted.  On  Monday,  26th  November,  the  rest  of  the 
school  had  nose  and  throat  swabs  taken  and  all  the  children  and  staff  of  the 
school  were  given  a reinforcing  injection  against  diphtheria.  The  immunisation 
state  of  the  pupils  in  the  school  was  quite  good,  but  those  who  had  not  been 
immunised  before,  or  in  cases  where  there  was  any  doubt,  a full  primary  course 
of  injections  was  given. 

No  further  cases  occurred.  The  patient  and  the  two  carriers  are  now  free 
from  infection  and  have  returned  home. 

The  successful  outcome  of  this  incident  shows  the  importance  of  early 
diagnosis,  immediate  and  full  investigation  and  close  co-operation  by  all 
concerned.  I am  especially  grateful  to  Mr.  Jarman  and  the  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  their  untiring  help  in  this  case  and  to  Dr.  E.I.  Tanner, 
Deputy  Director  of  the  Epsom  Public  Health  Laboratory,  who  worked  throughout 
the  evenings  and  the  weekend  to  complete  the  bacteriological  investigation  in 
the  shortest  possible  time. 

The  post  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  introduced  in  1847  and  in  the 
127  years  since  then,  enormous  improvement  has  taken  place  in  the  health  of 
the  country.  The  overwhelming  environmental  and  infectious  disease  problems 
facing  the  first  Medical  Officers  of  Health  have  now  largely  been  dealt  with, 
and  with  effect  from  1st  April  1974  the  designated  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
will  be  no  more.  However,  infectious  diseases,  food  poisoning  and  environmental 
problems  still  remain  with  us  and  will  continue  to  face  the  Health  Officer  and 
the  Proper  Officer  in  the  years  to  come.  The  reorganised  Local  Government  and 
Health  Services  have  been  brought  in  to  deal  with  the  changing  circumstances 
and  I wish  my  colleagues  and  successors  well  in  the  future.  We  Medical  Officers 

of  Health  can,  however,  look  back  with  pride  on  what  we  have  achieved  in  the 
past . 


I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  & Housing  Committee 
and  all  members  of  the  Council  for  the  kindness  and  support  they  have  always 
given  me  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  efficiency 
and  helpfulness  at  all  times.

For  the  purposes  of  electoral  representation,  the  Urban  District  of 
Banstead  is  divided  into  ten  wards,  namely  Banstead  Village,  Burgh  Heath, 
Chipstead  and  Hooley,  Kingswood,  Nork,  Preston,  Tadworth,  Tattenhams, 
Walton-on- the-Hill  and  Woodmansterne . 


The  altitude  is  high.  Banstead  Village  is  530  feet,  Chipstead 
550  feet.  Lower  Kingswood  660  feet  and  Walton-on- the-Hill  580  feet  above 
sea  level. 


Green  Belt  and  Common  land  provide  large  tracts  of  open  space  and 
generally  the  district  is  well  wooded,  undulating  and  of  great  scenic 
beauty . 


The  district  is  mainly  residential  and  agricultural  in  character.

SCARLET  FEVER.  Four  cases  were  notified,  two  more  than  in  1972.  The 
illness  antinued  mild  and  caused  no  deaths.  The  speedier  return  to  school 
and  non-exclusion  of  family  contacts  continued  and  is  justified  by  the  mildness 
of  the  disease. 

DIPHTHERIA.  One  case  was  notified.

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SMALLPOX. 


No  cases  were  notified. 


Vaccination  of  infants  under  two  years  of  age  has  been  our  first  line  of 
defence  against  smallpox  for  well  over  100  years.  In  recent  years  it  has 
been  so  effective  in  countries  where  smallpox  was  endemic  that  smallpox  has 
been  largely  eliminated  throughout  the  world.  In  view  of  the  greatly  reduced 
risk  of  the  introduction  of  smallpox  into  this  country,  the  risk  to  health  of 
vaccination  has  become  greater  than  that  of  smallpox.  Routine  infant  vaccination 
was,  consequently,  no  longer  recommended  by  the  Department  of  Health  & Social 
Security  with  effect  from  15th  November  1971.

GERMAN  MEASLES  (RUBELLA).  This  disease  is  not  a notifiable  one,  but  it  can 
cause  serious  congenital  defects  to  a baby  if  an  expectant  mother  contracts  it 
during  the  first  four  months  of  pregnancy.  In  order  to  protect  the  next  generation 
against  this  risk,  a scheme  to  vaccinate  girls  between  their  eleventh  and  fourteenth 
birthdays  has  been  introduced  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

During  1973  237  girls  were  vaccinated. 

WHOOPING  COUGH.  Four  cases  were  notified  in  1973. 

Immunisation  will  prevent  or  modify  the  illness  in  the  majority  of  cases. 

This  is  best  combined  with  diphtheria  and  tetanus  immunisation. 
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Details  of  the  number  of  children  immunised  against  whooping  cough 
during  the  year  are  as  follows: -

DYSENTERY.  There  were  five  cases  notified  in  1973,  four  more  than 
in  1972. 


TETANUS.  Immunisation  against  tetanus  is  best  combined  with  diphtheria 
and  whooping  cough  antigens  in  infancy,  given  with  diphtheria  antigen  at 
school  entry,  and  at  age  14.  The  tetanus  bacillus  is  a normal  inhabitant 
of  the  intestine  of  the  horse  and  immunisation  by  toxoid  is  an  important 
precautionary  measure  for  all  who  work  in  stables  and  on  manured  land. 
Infection  is  acquired  through  an  abrasion  or  wound  of  the  skin  which  may 
be  so  small  as  to  escape  notice.  Immunisation  with  the  toxoid  avoids  the 
prophylactic  use  of  anti-tetanus  serum  to  which  some  people  are  allergic. 

To  be  effective  immunisation  should  be  reinforced  at  intervals  not  exceeding 
five  years.  When  anti- tetanus  serus  is  required  it  is  now  customary  to  give 
the  first  injection  of  tetanus  toxoid  at  the  same  time  to  be  followed  by 
two  or  more  doses  at  one  month  intervals  in  order  to  avoid  the  further  use 
of  anti-tetanus  serum  at  some  future  date.

TYPHOID  FEVER  AND  PARATYPHOID  FEVER.  No  cases  were  notified  during 
the  year. 

FOOD  POISONING.  Two  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  in  1973. 
These  were  single  cases,  one  due  to  Salmonella  Bredeny  and  one  due  to 
Salmonella  Give. 
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NON-NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES.  The  following  non- notifiable  infectious  diseases 
were  reported  by  head  teachers  during  the  year:-

School  notifications  are  a useful  index  of  the  prevalence  of  non- 
notifiable  diseases  and  are  a basis  for  consultation  with  the  School 
Medical  Officers. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  two  small  outbreaks  of  unusual  illness 
occurred.  One  was  hand  foot  and  mouth  disease.  12  cases  of  this 
condition  occurred  in  children  attending  several  schools.  This  condition, 
due  to  a virus  and  characterised  by  blisters  on  the  hands,  feet  and  in 
the  mouth  is,  however,  not  serious.  It  is  not  connected  in  any  way 
with  foot  and  mouth  disease  of  animals. 

The  other  illness  which,  in  my  experience,  is  new  affected  at 
least  20  children  in  two  schools,  one  in  Banstead  and  the  other  in 
Tadworth.  The  condition  is  characterised  by  a facial  rash,  with 
or  without  small  discreet  spots  on  the  body.  Usually,  there  are  no 
other  symptoms  and  no  temperature.  This  condition  is  thought  to  be 
due  to  an  enterovirus  but  all  results  have  proved  negative.  None  of 
the  children  were  very  ill  and  returned  to  school  in  a few  days. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


On  31st  December  1973,  there  were  on  the  register  243  cases  of 
tuberculosis,  of  which  225  were  pulmonary  and  18  non- pulmonary . Of 
these  47%  were  institutional  cases. 

Five  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  as  against 
four  in  1972.

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Protective  B.C.G.  vaccination  is  offered  to  school  children  in  the 
13  year  age  group.  During  the  year  283  children  were  vaccinated. 

The  social  care  of  patients  as  well  as  the  medical  is  of  the  greatest 
importance  and  the  voluntary  service  of  our  local  representatives  on  the 
Epsom  and  Leatherhead  and  Banstead  District  Care  Committee  is  greatly 
appreciated.  The  Committee  works  in  close  co-operation  with  the 
Medical  Social  Workers  and  provides  extra  nourishment,  clothing,  bedding, 
grants  for  occupational  therapy  and  holidays  for  children,  mothers  and 
convalescent  patients. 


MASS  X-RAY 

A Mobile  Unit  attends  each  Tuesday  from  7.30  to  8.30  p.m.  at  a 
site  adjoining  the  Central  Library,  The  Horseshoe,  Banstead,  for  members 
of  the  public  and  for  patients  referred  by  their  own  doctors.  During 
the  year  1,806  persons  were  X-rayed. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Epsom  and  the  laboratory  at  Sutton 
Hospital,  are  available  for  bacteriological  and  pathological  examinations 
of  specimens  and  samples. 

For  chemical  analyses  the  services  of  the  Public  Analyst  are  employed. 

1,269  infectious  disease  or  food  poisoning  specimens  and  other 
samples  were  submitted  to  the  laboratories  from  the  Urban  District  and 
were  made  up  of  59  faeces  specimens  and  1,210  others. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

The  Surrey  County  Council  Main  Ambulance  Control  is  at  Walton  Lodge 
Estate,  The  Horseshoe,  Banstead. 

In  cases  of  emergency,  for  example,  accidents,  an  ambulance  can  be 
obtained  by  telephone  by  dialling  '999'. 

Requests  for  ambulances  in  all  other  cases  can  only  be  obtained 
through  a doctor  or  a hospital  and  such  requests  are  to  be  made  to  the 
Superintendent,  County  Ambulance  Control,  Walton  Lodge  Estate,  The 
Horseshoe,  Banstead.  Telephone  Burgh  Heath  53491.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 

Water  for  domestic  purposes  is  supplied  to  the  district  from  the  deep 
wells  of  the  Sutton  District  Water  Company  and  of  the  East  Surrey  Water 
Company,  the  former  supplying  Banstead  Village,  Burgh  Heath,  Kingswood, 
Nork,  Preston,  Tadworth,  Tattenhams  and  Woodmansterne  and  the  latter 
Chipstead  and  Hooley  and  Wal ton-on- the-Hill . 

Banstead  Hospital  has  its  own  deep  well,  the  water  from  which  is 
chlorinated  before  distribution.  Samples  are  submitted  daily  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  monthly  for  chemical  analysis. 

(a)  The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  has  been 
satisfactory: - 

( i ) In  Quality 

Chlorination  is  applied  to  all  sources  of  supply  as 
chloramine  and  the  water  is  softened  to  9 degrees  or 
less  of  hardness.  The  Sutton  District  Water  Company 
and  the  East  Surrey  Water  Company  submit  samples  of 
water  for  examination  by  their  Consultant  Analysts  at 
monthly  intervals  and  samples  of  the  raw  and  treated 
waters  are  examined  daily  by  Chemists  at  their  own 
laboratories . 

Ten  samples  were  taken  in  the  Urban  District  for 
bacteriological  examination,  and  two  for  chemical 
examination,  which  were  all  satisfactory. 

( ii)  In  Quantity 

The  district  received  unrestricted  supplies  of  high 
quality  water  throughout  the  year. 

(b)  No  action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination. 

(c)  All  the  dwellings  in  the  urban  district  have  a piped  water  supply 
therein  except  for  some  caravans  which  have  a supply  by  standpipe. 

(d)  The  natural  fluoride  content  of  the  water  is  less  than  0.1  p.p.m.

Drainage  & Sewerage 

The  majority  of  premises  in  the  district  are  served  by  public  foul 
water  sewers. 

Generally,  the  sewers  serving  Chipstead  and  Hooley,  Kingswood  and 
Woodmansterne  discharge  to  disposal  works  of  the  Greater  London  Council 
at  Beddington  and  the  sewers  in  the  remaining  part  of  the  district 
discharge  to  the  G.L.C.  disposal  works  at  Worcester  Park.

Cesspool  Emptying 

The  Council  undertake  the  emptying  of  cesspools,  the  service 
being  free  of  charge  where  a public  sewer  is  not  available.  Two  - 
( one  only  used  three  days  a week)  cesspool  emptiers  were  in  use  with 
a further  vehicle  available  as  a reserve.  The  cesspool  contents 
were  discharged  into  the  sewers  at  three  disposal  points,  at  Waterhouse  Lane, 
Kingswood,  How  Lane,  Chipstead  and  Brighton  Road,  Lower  Kingswood. 


Closet  Accommodation 


All  dwelling  houses  in  the  district  are  provided  with  water 
closets.  There  are,  however,  five  pail  closets  in  Kingswood  (three 
at  caravans,  one  at  an  allotment  site  and  one  at  the  Council's  depot), 
one  at  King  Edwards  Green,  Chipstead  and  one  at  the  recreation  ground, 
Walton-on- the-Hill . Where  necessary  emptying  of  these  was  undertaken 
by  the  Council  twice  weekly. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

A regular  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  throughout  the 
district  was  maintained.  In  the  case  of  Banstead  and  Netherne 
Hospitals,  the  refuse  was  collected  daily,  Monday  to  Friday,  and  in  the 
case  of  a large  research  establishment  refuse  was  collected  on  Mondays 
and  Fridays. 

Disposal  of  the  refuse  was  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at 
Rookery  Farm,  Lower  Kingswood. 

This  service  was  operated  under  the  control  of  the  Council's 
Engineer  and  Surveyor. 


Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967 


In  accordance  with  this  Act,  a place  has  been  provided  at  the 
Controlled  Tip,  Rookery  Farm,  Lower  Kingswood,  where  residents  may 
deposit  refuse  free  of  charge.  Abundant  use  was  made  of  this  provision. 

Dumping  of  rubbish  still  takes  place  on  roadsides  and  car 
parks  adjoining  common  land  which  has  to  be  constantly  cleared  by  the 
Council . 

The  Act  provides  for  a maximum  fine  of  £100,  on  conviction  for 
any  unauthorised  dumping.  There  were  no  prosecutions  under  this  Act 
during  the  year,  but  there  was  one  prosecution  under  the  Litter  Acts 
1958/71  which  resulted  in  a fine  of  £50  being  imposed  and  the 
defendant  being  ordered  to  pay  £5  costs.

Shops  Act,  1950 

The  Council  is  the  Shops  Act  Authority  for  the  Urban  District. 

There  were  332  shops  in  the  district.  No  orders  have  been  made  in 
respect  of  Closing  Hours  or  Partial  Exemption. 


Swimming  Pools 

No  pools  were  available  in  the  district  for  use  by  the  public.  There 
were  three  open  air  pools  and  four  indoor  pools  at  Schools,  one  indoor  pool 
at  office  premises  and  there  was  a growing  number  of  private  open  air  pools 
at  residential  premises. 

Forty-three  visits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the  year  and  eleven 
samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  result  of  one  was 
unsatisfactory.  This  was  followed  up  until  satisfactory. 


Scrap  Metal  Dealers 

There  are  three  registrations  of  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  in  the  district.

Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928 

45  licences  were  granted  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  during  the 
year,  and  the  statutory  fees  were  paid. 

The  inspection  of  storage  sites  to  ensure  that  there  was  compliance 
with  the  licence  conditions,  and  work  entailed  in  supervising  and  testing  the 
installation  of  new  underground  tanks,  pumps,  pipelines  and  electrical  equip- 
ment, continued. 


Consumer  Protection  Act  1961

From  time  to  time  advice  was  sought  in  regard  to  infestations  of 
various  types  of  pests  - beetles,  cockroaches,  crickets,  ants,  flies,  moth 
larvae,  wasps.  In  the  case  of  wasps,  119  nests  were  destroyed.  When 
treatment  was  carried  out  a charge  was  made. 


Clean  Air  Acts,  1956  and  1968 


Notifications  were  received  in  respect  of  the  installation  of  five 
furnaces  under  Section  3(3)  of  the  1956  Act.

Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960

After  much  discussion  and  a number  of  meetings  a site  layout  plan 
in  respect  of  Holly  Lodge  Caravan  Site,  Lower  Kingswood,  was  approved  and 
a site  licence  issued  in  May  for  not  more  than  145  caravans  on  an  area  of 
approximately  llh  acres,  subject  to  a schedule  of  conditions,  one  of  which 
required  all  works  in  compliance  with  the  conditions  to  be  completed 
within  two  years  of  the  date  of  the  site  licence  and  a programme  of  works 
to  be  submitted. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  a commencement  had  been  made  on  the  compre- 
hensive works  involved,  which  is  bound  to  cause  a considerable  amount  of 
inconvenience  to  the  existing  caravan  occupiers  on  the  site. 

No  problems  arose  from  traveller's  (gypsy)  caravans  during  the  year. 

At  31st  December  1973  the  number  of  occupied  caravans  in  the  district 
was  155  on  four  sites.

Bread  (3)  - containing 
grease  spot;  grey  matter;  wasp  in  crust.  Cheese  (2)  - regarding  taste  and 
smell;  maggots.  Cheese  biscuits  - containing  foreign  object.  Chicken  and 
mushroom  pie  - containing  hairs.  Chocolate  desert  - as  to  taste.  Corned 
beef  (canned)  (2)  - stale  appearance;  as  to  smell  and  taste.  Cornflakes  - 
containing  foreign  object.  Cream  slices  - rancid  cream.  Instant  coffee 
(jar)  - containing  glass.  Lager  (canned)  - containing  cigarette  end. 

Luncheon  meat  - regarding  smell.  Milk  bottles  (4)  - dirty;  metal  strip 
in  bottle;  faulty  bottle.  Oranges  (canned)  - as  to  taste.  Peas  (canned)  - 
regarding  smell  of  contents.  Sausages  (3)  - concerning  mould;  quality; 
sourness.  Steaklets  (frozen)  - discolouration.  Wheat  germ  food  - alleged 
to  have  caused  stomach  upset.  Yoghurt  - deterioration  of  contents. 

All  these  complaints  were  fully  investigated  and  pursued  where  necessary 
with  both  the  retailers  and  the  manufacturers  of  the  articles  affected. 

In  one  or  two  cases,  judged  by  the  findings  of  the  Public  Analyst,  the 
complaints  could  not  be  substantiated. 

The  multiplicity  of  complaints  and  the  wide  variation  of  food  articles 
involved,  highlights  the  continued  need  for  extreme  vigilance  on  the  part 
of  all  persons  concerned  with  the  food  industry  in  both  the  manufacturing 
and  retail  sides. 

The  housewife  and  the  consuming  public  are  encouraged  to  draw  attention 
to  any  irregularity  in  quality  or  condition  and  can  be  assured  that  every 
case  will  be  fully  considered. 
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One  case  of  a dirty  milk  bottle  was  referred  to  the  local  authority 
in  whose  area  the  milk  was  bottled  and  this  resulted  in  a prosecution  by 
that  authority,  when  the  company  concerned  was  fined  £40  with  £7  costs.
